English, the. 12. of April, 
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Cloned Reader, wee finde 
in the olde and auncient 
>| Yiſtozics + Ponuments, 
and that amongſt all other 
|| wiſe Monarchies x kings, 
wee reade howe the great and mightie 
Caugniſta, king of Egypt, when he ſawe 
that he ſhould dye, be called vnto him his 
ſenen ſonnes, and hauing a Quiuer of 
Arrowes bound ina bundel, commann- 
ded them one after another to bzeake 
them in peces, the which when it was 
not poſſible foz them to do, he cauſed the 
bundel to be vnloſed, and cauſed them to 
be ſcattered one from the other, cõmaun⸗ 
ding eche of them to bꝛeake one of them, 
which then was very eaſic to be done: he 
wyllyng to teache bis ſeuen ſonnes by 
this example, that if ſo be they were de⸗ 
nided in the kingdome, kept not them 
ſclues within the bondes of vnitie and 
conco2de, that then they eaſily ſhoulde be 
conſumed, bꝛoken in peces, and th2uſt 
out of their Empire, In like maner we 
rcade of the olde Granduellis, howe her 
left this foz a Teſtament in his laſt wik,

vnto that mightie Emperoꝛ Charles the 
fift, that if ſo be his Paieſtie woulde 
p2oſper in the Romaine Emppꝛe accozs 
ding to his wyll, that then he ſhoulde en⸗ 
deuour him ſelfe to the vttermoſt of his 
power, to raiſe all batred and diſcoꝛde to 
be betweenc the elected Pꝛinces, and the 
other Pꝛinces of the Empire, that in the 
meane time, while they were at ſtrife, 
and warred one with the other, then the 
Cagle might eate and dcuour them all: 
this ſubtile pꝛactiſe bath that Antechziſt 
of Rome, this ſeucn peres here in theſe 
lowe Countries,and about ten oz twelue 
percs in Fraunce, not without arcate 
blodſhedde and vtter ruine of both theſe 
Countries pꝛactiſed: And except that the 
Almightie God with his ſtrong arme had 
turned them from vs, that helliſhe Dꝛa⸗ 
gon, with the water that pzoceedethout 
of his mouth, woulde haue dꝛowned and 
deuoured vs vp: And that this was their 
pꝛadiſe, we may percciue. foꝛ if they had 
once oucrcome Fraunce, and theſe lowe 
Countries,they woulde p2ocede further, 
againſt all the Pꝛinces and Nobles vn⸗

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der the Empy2e , which haue and doe 
confeſſe the Goſpell,ſpopling them of all 
dominion and libertie, yea, and of their 
lines alſo, as it may manifeſtlye appeare 
by the bloddy execution of that tyzanniſh 
Counſell of Trent, and th? Spaniſh In⸗ 
quiſition, which ſpareth neither Dukes. 
Carles, no2 Lozdes,of what ſtate ſoeuer 
they be, but againſt all pꝛomiſe, fayth, 
and fidelitie, like moſt wicked periurers, 
haue moſt pitiouſip murdered, behcaded, 
and kaken their lines from them. 

By the which, thzovgh the illumina⸗ 
tion of God, there are moued the cherfeſt 
Pꝛoteſtant Pzinces ofthe Romane Em⸗ 
py2e, who fozeſering what might come to 
paſſe, haue thought that if they ſhoulde 
nowe holde their peace and be ſtyll, and 
not aſſiff their fellowe members of the 
faith, in the time of their neede, that then 
lo ſone as the tyꝛaunt hadquenchedhis 
y2ein Fraunce, andin theſe lowe Coun- 
tries, with ſheadding of Chꝛiſtian blod,

And albeit that the godl pe and Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian Magiſtrates knowe ok a ſüretie, 
that Almightie GOD, with his mightie 
bande, can deliuer his Church, without 
the aſliſtaunce of any man, neuertheleſſe 
we map finde in holy wzityng, that God 
by his appopnted Pagiſtrates, hath al- 
wayes defcnded the ſame, and ſpecially, 
bowe the father of all the faithfull, our 
fatber Abraham,when he heard that his 
bꝛother Lot, and all bis godes and houſe- 
holde were taken and carped away caps 
tiue, bee aroſe vp with all his power and 
purſued the enem pes and ſlewe them, + 
deliuered thoſe that were talen with all 
they2 godes, and reſtoꝛed to euerp man 
his owne , ſo that if all examples that 
could bee ſhewed ſhould here bee bzought

Beſpdes theſe, lulius Duke of Bruynſ⸗ 
wick, a verp Ritche and mightye Lo2de, 
pitping the ſtate of the poꝛe Chziſtians, 
and being one that hath a true lone vnto 
the Soſpell of Jeſu Chꝛiſt, and a verpe 
enempe vnto the Antechziſt of Rome,

to withſtand the enempe, wee know and 
hope notwithſtanding, that God by ſuch 
meanes wyll giue vnto vs his holy wozd 
and Goſpell. which is not to bee bought 
foʒ any wozldly godes 02 freaſure: and 
foz as muche as wee hope, that once 
within theſe fewe dapes, God wylldztne 
the Tyꝛaunt away from vs, and bleſſe 
vs with all maner of bleſſinges, wee ly» 
uing godly and in his frare,ourcountrey
